Cecil Andrus 
announced Monday he wHl not support the 
1 percent property tax initiative, because it 
has the potential of choking off state 
growth and could hurt funding for 
education. 

In-a-speech-prcpared-for-the-ldaho- 

Association of Commerce and Industry 
convention opening Monday, Andrus urged 
the business association to join him in a 
“tax equity summit" to look at ways of 


improvingjhe state’s tax structure. 

“If we'rt going to moke change in our 
tax structure; let’s do it coherently. Let’s 
bring equity to our system without 
strangling growth," Andrus said. 

The governor said the initiative drive to 
restrict property taxes brings the state to “a 
crossroads of decision.” 

“Do we continue down a path of 


concern about property taxes, arc we going 
to head once again down the road of 
economic stagnation?" he asked. 

Like the governor, Twin Falls County 
Commissioner' Marvin Hempleman said the 
new 1 percent initiative - a reinvention of a 
wheel that didn’t work the first time - may 
not be the answer to Idaho’s tax problems.

NEW YORK — Operation Desert 
Storm turned into Operation Paper 
Storm Monday as New York 
bestowed its traditional heroes 
welcome, a colossal ticker tape 
parade, on thousands of Gulf war 
troops who marched up Broadway 
flanked by nearly 5 million 
spectators. 

Just two dnys after Washington 
feted the men and women of Desert 
Storm with a high-tech victory 
celebration that showed off the 
military’s hardware. New York look 
• its turn at a welcome-home 
celebration, showing off the city's 
knack for throwing a party. 


F-I4s flying overhead here. Instead, 
6,000 tons of ticker tape, 10,000 
pounds of multi-colored confetti, 
enough red, white and blue balloons 
to fill a six-story building, reams of 
computer paper, shredded telephone 
books and millions of yellow 
ribbons came pouring out of the 
skyscrapers of Manhattan’s financial 
district, showering 24,000 marchers. 

Leading the parade down New 
York’s historic “Canyon of Heroes," 
a section of lower Manhattan painted 
with yellow ribbons for the occasion, 
were Secretary of Defense Dick 
Cheney, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff Colin L. Powell and Gen. II. 
Norman Schwarzkopf, all riding in- 
open vintage convertibles to a 


ovation. 

. Schwarzkopf, waving and giving a 
“thumbs up” to the joyous, flag- 
waving crowd estimated by police at 
4.7 million, called the reception 
“unbelievable.” 

Spectators hung ouL of. skyscraper- 
windows, perched on ledges, buses, 
rooftops and clock towers and 
squeezed in about 30-deep nlong the 
parade route, the one-mile stretch 
along which such heroes as Gen. 
Douglas MacArlhur, Chorlcs 
Lindbergh and, just last year. Nelson 
Mandela have been showered with 
paper and affection.

To prove he hud access to the stolen goods, Schcvcrs 
sent a woman to the Wilbourn home with the stolen 
fossil, some antique hair clippers and an uncut diamond, 
the court papers say.

The National Weather Service says a ridge of high 
pressure was over Idaho and bringing worm weather. 
However, looming on the horizon was another cool upper 
air low pressure system moving into the eastern Pacific. 

This system will force a weak cold from into Idaho on 
Tuesday bringing a drop in temperatures and some gusty 
winds. The system will edge inland slightly Wednesday 
and Thursday to drop the mercury back into the 60s .and 
“ 70s. The incoming storm appeared to be too dry to bring 
widespread precipitation to the state. 

Some higher bands of moisture were moving through 
the ridge of high pressure and brought some clouds mainly 
to northern Idaho. Elsewhere around the state, skies were 
clcak'No rainfall was noted the past 24 hours over Idaho. 

On Sunday night, several sites in tho northern states 
reported seeing the aurora borealis gonerated by last 
week's solar storm. 

Early morning temperatures were in the 50s in the lower 
northern and southwestern valleys, falling into. the 30s in 
the higher mountain valleys. The warmest temperature in 
the state Monday was 93 degrees at Boise, Caldwell and 
Wciscr.

Consumers filling up 
holes in economies 

NEW YORK — There’s on old 




get out of a hole first you have to fill 
in the space beneath your feet or 
you'll still be standing in a hole. 

The saying remains pertinent for 
those whose work involves earthen 
ditches, but in an economic sense it 
also sums up the problem of millions 
of Americans deep in a financial hole. 

There are a lot of people there: cor- 
porations that borrowed billions when 
money was almost free for the asking; 
governments that prolonged spending 
sprees on borrowed money; ordinary 
folks who thought it was the way to 

—-go. — 

Now they're in a hole, and they 
must work their out of it by building 
a firmer base beneath their feet. 

This is, perhaps, the .main reason 
why those forecasts about the recov- 
ery from recession predict a sluggish 
process, something in the nature of 2 
percent annual growth instead of 6 
percent, as in some earlier recoveries. 

TTiat forecast, or something like it, 
is Aow becoming the consensus or 
most popular forecast. It may turn out 
to be inaccurate, but until the seers 
change their minds again it is the cur- 
rently popular view of the future. 

Unlike so many economic theories, 
it is also one that modi Americans, 

— — tlKwo-who-wnskleiMltmselvM-part— 
of the consumer economy, can under- 
stand, so nearly parallel is it to their 
personal experiences.

In May, 8.64 million were without 
— 'jobsrNcarly-6-miHion-wcrc employed— 
part-time but wanted full-time work. 
One million were listed in the first

1 the search for jobs. 

Millions more arc in a payqheck 
hole: Their incomes have not risen in 
many months, or have risen less than 
enough to offset the effect of infla- 
tion. 

Real disposable income fell 
through most of 1990 and this year. 
The total earnings of all American 
production workers in private, non- 


farm jobs in March was lower than a 
year before, even without deducting 
for inflation. 

There is the debt hole, a big one, 
and not a lot of material with which 
to fill it. 

In December 1980, Americans 
owed S385.66 billion of consumer in- 
stallment debt on such items ns auto- 
mobiles, credit-cards and department 
store purchases. In December 1990, 
they— o wed -$750 ,94— b i 1 1 i on - in— that— 
same category. 

Moreover, -much consumer debt 
has now spilled beyond the official 
category “installment debt" and is 
listed under home equity loans. For- 
tunately, home values have risen 
faster than equity lonns, but that trend 
may be over. 

There is still another hole, a psy- 
chological one. In the 1980s, there 
was a popular perception that things 
got better and better. In tho 1990s 
there is uncertainty, doubt, hesitancy, 
caution. 

However the mood is described, it 
is one in which people in the hole feel 
they must put n firmer base under 
-tlmtr-finances-before-luuiKihing-iiow— 
ventures — a feeling they , must pay 
down old bills before assuming new 
ones.

It is 'the despair of carmakers and

boutiques to department stores, con- 
cerned about the future, it. is the feel- 
ing that, aflcr months.of work, causes 
the real estate agent's deal to collapse. 

Americans seem to be saying that 
there arc cnodgh trip- holes in the eco- 
nomic environment, and that they 
need no more. As a consequence, 
they may spend part of the recovery 
filling up old holes before digging 
any more. ■ «
